CHICK CHAT 


Hatch your chicks io April or 


early May if you want winter 
layers. Keep them growing con- 


tinuously, as while you are growing 


your chicks you are growing your 
eggs. 

Your chicks are babies 
them as such, 


Do not feed the chicks for at 
least thirty-six hours after they are 
hatched, for feeding too soon over- 


taxos their digestive system and 
causes diahorrea, 


Dust the setting hens and keep 
them free from lice at all times. 


Protect the chicks against chil- 
ling when transferring them to the 
brooder or coop. Have your brood- 
er clean, disinfected and heated 
before transferring the chicks from 
the inéubator to the brooder. Use 
chaff for liter in the brooder, 
Never use damp or musty liter. 


Teach the chicks that under the 
hover is their source of heat 
supply. A little patience in this 
matter will save many from sick- 
ness or death through chilling, If 
chicks huddle together the breoder 
is too cold, if they scatter to the 
corners it is too hot, 


Remember that unsanitary or 


damp conditions breed lice and 
disease. Disinfect the brooder or 
coop occasionally, and clean out 
the brooder or coop often, aud 
renew thechaff. 

Give ohick grit for tirst feed. 
is advisable to feed commercial 
chick food for the firat two weeks, 
Where commercial chick food is 


not used feed stale bread crum)s, | 
rolled oats, or granulated oat mea!.' 


Flard boiled eggs may be fd 
occasionally, but should be mixed 
with other foods or sparingly. 

After the chicks are two weeks 
old they can be gradually weanwa 
to cracked wheat, and finely ground 
oate with the bulls removed, 


Keep bran, grit, shell, irround | 


oats, green feed and fresh, clean 
water before your chicks at all 
times. Chicks should have a sup- 
ly of animal food or skim milk, 
ever allow milk to remain in 
vessels till it soura, 


If chicks droop their wings or 
appear to be sickly luok for head 
lice. Head lice burrow into the 
head of the chick and can be killed 
by an applivation of equal parte of 
lard and salphor. 


Get your obicks on grass range 
as soon as possible. Green feed is 


necessary to rapid growth,

Sir Edmund Walkers Oommente— 
$1,600,000 Sent Out of Canada For 
Iron and Steel Products Alene 

One of the most widely noted fea- 
tures of the address of Sir Edmund 
Walker, “resident of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, at the recent an- 
nual meeting of that institution, was 
his statement with regard to the large 
proportion cf Canada’s imports which 
consists of fron and steel tm various 
forms, not only at raw materials but 
as manufactured goods. 

“The total value {s about $140,000, 
000. He pointed out that in the main 
these are articics used in building, or 
in equipping the country from the im- 
port of foodstuffs and.other rapidly 
perishing objects, At the same time, 
he regretted that the greater part of 
these iron and steel goods is not made 
jn Canada now, as certainly will be 
the case In time. “To the extent to 
which, by mnaking these goods in Can 
ada, we could have lecsened the debt 
represented by the securities we have 
solé to pay for the differenge between 
imports and exports, we have burden- 
ed ourselves for a Jong time to come,” 
he added, continuing: “While work- 
men are bustly engaged in other 
things, as they have been in Canada, 
it may be said that they are not avall- 
able for more work in tron and steel, 
but as soon as rallroed and other 
building leesens in volume, not in the 
aggregate ut jo proportion to other 
industries, we may hope that we shal 
be able to make in Canada the larger 
part of the irom and steel goods now 
imported. The increased output of our 
coal and fron mines, of our bi ‘ur- 
naces and of our manufactories, which 
would result, would be of inestimable 
value to the country as a whole.” 

It ls evident to every man who 
studies the fron and steel Industry in 
Canada that no progress at all was 
made before a policy of direct en- 
couragement for these industries was 
adopted by the Government at Ottawa. 
Within the past few years this en- 
couragement bas been dropped in great 
measure and we have already seen 
one big institution go into the hands 
of the recetvers, while rumors that one 
or two others will follow it are preva- 
lent. It is to be hoped that these 
are mere idle rumors and will not be 
realized. The bad condition of the 
fron and steel Industry In Canada at 
present, coupled with thé facts to 
which Sir Edmund Walker draws at- 
tention, should cause every Canadian 
to consider carefully how much the 
fron and steel industry ts worth to 
Canada, and whether he would advo- 
cate a policy which, if it does not 
mean rulm, means the loss of a tre- 
mendous volume of business for Can- 
adian mills and Canauian workmen 
There {s no country in the history of 
the world that has ever achieved 
greatness that has not had within ite 
own borders a prosperous and pro- 
gressive iron and steel industry.

The United States, notwithatanding 
reports to contrary, ie still) a great 
exporting pation, as far as wheat {ts 
concerned, During the past ten years 
United States’ exports of wheat have 
averaged 117,090,000 bushels per an- 
num, This means that “Uncle Sam” 
exportea every year an amount of 
wheat in excess of half the total 
Canadian wheat crop of 1912, It ts 
ertain, therefore, that any wheat he 
buys from Canada will be used for 
export trade, whether sent out as 
wheat or flour. 

When we come to consider milling 
of wheat in boud, we run up against 
something that the “free wheaters” 
seem completely to have overlooked. 
The Wilson tariff imposes on wheat 
imported from Canada a tax of ten 
cents a bushel when It ts imported 
for domestic consumption. But when 
the wheat is milled in bond and the 
produet exported, the miller receives 
a rebate of 99 per cent. of the daty 
paid. In other words, on wheat im- 
ported for export milling or manw- 
facturing purposes the net duty 
amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TENTH 
OF A CENT PER BUSHEL, 

The Canadian grain grower who 
sells in the United States ts, as we 
have shown above, selling for many 
facturing purposes. Under present 
cireumstances he encounters « tariff 
barrier of only one-tenth of a com 
per bushel. On a shipment of a thew 
sand bushels, one carload, therefare, 
the tax he has to bear ts oractly ong’ 
dollar, If the United States duty 
were taken off to-morrow, he would 
thus save one dollar op every thow 
rand bushels of wheat he shipped Lato 
the United ‘tates. It can thus be 
seen that we would have to send 
big shipments into Uncle Sam’e do 
main before the difference 
tariff and no-tariff would meas”
